Over $230,000 ‘has been spent 
on about 1,500 Chinese refugees 
and another $420,000° has. been 
allocated to provide for the 
Chinese programme up to 
September next year, 

In all, .UNREF has allotted 
$751,405 for refugee assistance,

ADENAUER 
REMAINS 
CONFIDENT 


Bonn, Nov. 19. 

Despite his - dramatic Parlia- 
mentary: defeat last night, 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer is 
still confident he can get the 
European Army Pact and Bonn 
peace contract ratified before 
Christmas, .Government circles 
reported today. « 

A revolt of at least 15 of Dr 
Adenauer’s .coalition supporters 
upset the Chancellor's plans to 
get the twin pacts ratified next 
week, The Lower House voted 
179 to 166 for : further delay. 
Four of Adgknauer’s own Chris- 
tian Democratic Party abstained 
and 53 Deputies were absent. . 

Pro-Government newspapers 
played down -Dr _Adenauer’s 
personal defeat. They attri- 
buted the revolt. more “to 
resentment over French actlons 
in the Saar. than outright 
opposition to the European army 
plan that would put 500,000 
German soldiers into the 
Western defence system. 

In London, the Foreign Office 
viewed the delay. as disappoint- 
jng but not shattering. It said 
the adverse vote hinged on 
procedure rather than principle. 
The British seemed to think ! 
that Dr Adenauer will yet be 
able to carry his Parllament 
with him when the agreements 
themselves come’ up for ex- 
haustive debate. 

The Communist Press crow- 
ed over the delay. “Tacgliche 
Rundschou,” Russia's official 
mouthpiece in East Germany, 
called Tuesday “a black day 
for the Adenauer regime” and 
suid the Chancellor's defeat 
came because many Deputies 
of his Government coalition 
-were “getting cold feet” over 
putting German troops in the 
European army. — Associated 
Press.
